The Racing Scene: Hard Time For 

Havre de Grace

July of 1948 will go down in history as one 
of the "black months” in Maryland racing. For it 
was during that month that several facts were 
brought to light indicating the powers that be in 
the sport must have missed the boat somewhere 
along the line. 

First of all, July brought the second Havre de 
Grace meeting and that 11-day session, running 
from July 6th through the 17th, was far from a 
success. Just where the blame lies is hard to tell, 
for there were many circumstances to which one 
could point as affecting the meeting. 

Regardless of where the fault lies, the fact re¬ 
mains that the track, the horsemen and the state 
all suffered because of the lack of success and 
there’ll be no more summer racing on the banks 
of the Susquehanna and probably not at any other 
major track within the State. 

When Havre de Grace scheduled its summer 
meeting, the plan seemed sound. Delaware Park 
would be ended, there’d be no nearby opposition 
and it seemed that the Harford county track 
would have clear sailing. But when the time came 
for the meeting, a lot of things had happened. 

The Racing Commission had granted dates to 
the new harness track at Laurel. True, the harness 
boys ran at night and thus it was figured that it 
wouldn’t hurt the ’Graw, running the afternoon. 
However, that was not the case and it was the 
consensus of opinion that Laurel’s night sport 
definitely cut into Havre de Grace’s attendance 
and betting. 

The B. & O. railroad, which previously always 
ran race specials out of Washington and Balti¬ 
more to Havre de Grace, did not do so this sea¬ 
son. Pennsylvania trains were run but had no 
diners and equipment was poor. Thus a great 
many Washington and Baltimore fans decided to 
forego the rigors of the ride to Havre de Grace, 
wait until evening and go leisurely and in the 
cool of the night, to Laurel. 

Furthermore, the main highway between Balti¬ 
more and Havre de Grace was torn up for 20 
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miles all during the session and while traffic 
never was halted, the journey was not one to 
soothe the jumpy nerves of any horse-player. 

As a result Havre de Grace wound up 11 days 
with attendance far below even the rather me¬ 
diocre figures of the Spring meet, and with a bet¬ 
ting total of only $6,414,713 for a daily average 
of $583,155. Since purses alone ran more than 
$25,000 daily, it may readily be seen that the 
association finished up with a large splash of red 
ink. 

The combination of this bad Summer meet, 
with a poor Spring meeting where bad weather 
and minus pools on Citation hurt, left the track 
decidedly hard hit. Maj. Gen. Milton A. Reckord, 
president, and Charles J. McLennan, general 
manager, after taking stock of the 1948 record, 
have decided to "sit tight” on 1949 until they 
know what all neighboring states are going to do 
on dates, and at all costs avoid conflicts with 
Garden State (as in the Spring) or attempts to 
run in the Summer. 

Owners and trainers of Thoroughbreds patron¬ 
izing the ’Graw summer session were loud in 
their complaints about the Racing Commission 
giving permission to the harness track to operate 
at the same time as the runners. 

"The State has got to make a choice,” said one 
prominent horseman. "If it wants trotters and 
pacers, all right, then the Thoroughbred game 

( Editor’s note : The Maryland Legislature in 
1947 authorized 100 days annually of harness 
racing for the state, with no opposition to the 
programme being offered by the established 
tracks. The Racing Commission granted the 
Laurel Raceway its dates a considerable time 
before Havre de Grace decided to switch its 
schedule to avoid New Jersey competition. This 
move, which forced the two tracks to operate 
simultaneously, was made with full knowledge 
of the situation by the management of the run¬ 
ning track.) 
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ought to be dropped. And if it wants Thorough¬ 
breds, then there ought be no harness racing. 
Maryland is not big enough to support both and 
if an attempt is made to continue both, neither 
will be worth anything. Because there won’t be 
enough money to let either run on a high plane.” 

Since the State has been receiving several mil¬ 
lion dollars in income from Thoroughbred racing 
annually and will receive only a little more than 
$100,000 from harness racing in 1948, it does 
seem bit out of line to have the two sports buck¬ 
ing each other. 

Despite the lack of success at the box office, 
the Havre de Grace summer meeting was marked 
by excellent racing and at the conclusion, Mrs. 
R. H. Heighe of Bel Air was the top owner, scor¬ 
ing six victories including a stake. Her trainer, 
Joe Mergler, was the leading conditioner of the 
session. 

Mrs. Heighe’s Wisenheimer registered a clean- 
cut triumph in the Havre de Grace Breeders 
Stakes on the closing day of the meet. This was 
especially gratifying to the Bel Air sportswoman 
since Indus had carried her silks home first in the 
Pimlico Breeders Stakes last May. Two more 
races remain in the series for home-bred juve¬ 
niles, the Maryland Futurity to be run at Laurel 
and the Bowie Breeders’ Stakes. 

Marylanders dominated the session, although 
they won only one of the five stakes. More than 
50 of the 88 races run fell to horses owned and 
trained by Old Liners. As for the other stakes, 
W. J. Walden’s Circus Clown accounted for the 
Philadelphia; Crispin Oglebay’s Noble Impulse 
was the winner of the Eastern Shore; the Poto¬ 
mac fell to Mrs. E. H. Augustus’ Seven League 
and Mrs. Walter M. Jeffords’ Natchez took the 
Havre de Grace Handicap. Natchez, incidentally, 
established a new track record for a mile and 
a furlong by racing the distance in 1.49 2/5 under 
120 pounds. 

For the third straight year, including both 
meetings, Havre de Grace provided at least one 
winning favorite each afternoon, so that the 
string of days in which at least one choice scored 
is now 75. 

The minor track season now is in full swing 
with major sport scheduled to return on Sept. 30 
when Laurel begins its annual 25-day span. Laurel 
will have no New Jersey opposition this season 
and the meet there promises to be one of the 
most successful of the country. Work is being 
rushed on the rebuilding of the two tracks, flat 
and steeplechase, so that everything will be in 
readiness for the fans on opening day. 

The gallant mare Gallorette, pride of her 
breeder-owner, W. L. Brann, continued to make 
history. Greatest money winner of her sex, Gallo¬ 


rette moved into seventh place in the standing 
of the world’s greatest turf gleaners when she 
finished second to Conniver in the Brooklyn 
Handicap. That gave her $402,535 to her credit 
and sent her past First Fiddle. She’ll race out the 
1948 campaign and then be retired next spring 
to be bred to Bull Lea, it has been announced. 
Gallorette is by * Challenger II out of Gallette. 

The Brann stable also suffered a setback when 
the good three-year-old Escadru popped a knee 
and will be out of action until late in the fall and 
possibly until next season. 

Sylvester W. Labrot, Jr., suffered a heavy loss 
during the Havre de Grace meeting when Bovard 
died of forage poisoning. The 3-year-old son of 
*Bahram and Knight’s Nurse had gained con¬ 
siderable recognition in his division by victories 
in the Louisiana Derby and Survivor Stakes; 
while at the ’Graw in the spring he finished 
second to Citation in the Chesapeake. It was re¬ 
ported that Bovard was insured for $50,000 but 
Labrot had been anxious to establish Bovard in 
the stud, so the insurance will be of no help in 
that respect. 

Joseph F. Flanagan, steward representing the 
Maryland Racing Commission and former pres¬ 
ident of the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Associa¬ 
tion, had the pleasure of seeing the Maryland- 
bred veteran Elkridge account for Delaware 
Park’s Indian River Steeplechase for the third 
time. Elkridge races for Kent Miller but Flan¬ 
agan bred the son of Mate and Best By Test, who 
is now 10 years old.

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I.C.C. Horse Transport Regulations 

The Field-Secretary of the Maryland Horse 
Breeders’ Association was one of those present 
at a meeting held in the offices of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission in Washington this 
Spring whereat Mr. W. Y. Blanning, Director of 
the Bureau of Motor Carriers, very plainly laid 
down the law to one and all who engage in inter¬ 
state traffic in the transportation of horses. 

It was pointed out to the carriers that failure 
to comply with the regulations would lead to 
loss of franchise among other troubles. Discus¬ 
sion brought out that shippers themselves were 
often responsible for carriers breaking regula¬ 
tions through lack of public information on the 
requirements of the I.C.C. Shippers become ac¬ 
cessories to the fact in any prosecution resultant 
on breakage of I.C.C. rules. 

Suggestion was made that horsemen should 
furnish Mr. Blanning with a nationwide list of 
persons and organizations who in any way might 
be affected by the I.C.C. regulations, and that the 
.Director should write an explanatory letter to all 
interested, clearly stating the position of the 
I.C.C. The Maryland Horse Breeders’ Associa¬ 
tion furnished Mr. Blanning with a list contain¬ 
ing several hundred names, recruited from many 
sources. The following letter from that gentle¬ 
man is the result of the conference: 

Investigation of the transportation of race horses, 
show horses, etc., in interstate commerce by motor ve¬ 
hicle, as a preliminary to prosecution of certain car¬ 
riers and shippers for violations of the safety, hours 
of service, and extension of credit regulations of this 
Commission, developed the fact that violation of such 
regulations has been general in several parts of the 
country. This letter is being sent to all persons known 
to be engaged in such transportation, and to persons 
using such transportation, who may be liable as ac¬ 
cessories to violations of the regulations by the carriers. 

No person may engage in the business of transport¬ 
ing animals, except ordinary livestock, for compensa¬ 
tion in interstate commerce until he has received op¬ 
erating authority from this Commission. Such author¬ 
ity is granted only upon application and after hear¬ 
ing, and after filing of tariffs and evidence of insurance. 

Persons holding such authority must comply with 
certain provisions of the statute and of the regulations 
of this Commission. The statute provides that no com¬ 
mon carrier shall deliver or relinquish possession at 
destination of any freight transported by it in interstate 
or foreign commerce until all charges established in 
the hied tariffs have been paid, except under rules and 
regulations prescribed by this Commission. The regula¬ 
tions prescribe that delivery may be made by a motor 
carrier without prior payment of charges, where the 
shipper has established credit with the carrier, pro¬ 
vided a bill is presented within seven days of delivery, 
and payment is made within seven days thereafter. 

All persons who transport certain property (which 
includes race horses, show horses, etc.) by motor ve¬ 
hicle in interstate or foreign commerce are required 
to observe the safety and hours of service regulations 
adopted by this Commission. This applies not only to 
persons who transport for compensation, but also to 
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transportation of race horses by the owners of the 
horses. Included in such regulations is a requirement 
that no person may drive or permit an employee to 
drive for more than ten hours in any twenty-four 
hours, unless the driver is off duty for eight consecutive 
'hours following the ten hours of driving. Another re¬ 
quirement is that no driver may remain on duty for 
more than sixty hours in any seven days. Each driver 
must maintain a driver’s log in the form prescribed 
in the regulations, showing his activities each day. 

The other safety regulations, and the exact wording 
of the hours of service regulations, will be found in 
‘'Motor Carrier Safety Regulations, Revised,” a copy 
of which was served upon each carrier which holds 
operating authority from this Commission. Shippers 
and others may obtain copies from the U. S. Govern¬ 
ment Printing Office, Washington, D. C., upon pay¬ 
ment of 25 cents each. 

Further information concerning the law and the 
regulations affecting such transportation may be ob¬ 
tained from any of the field offices of the Bureau of 
Motor Carriers of this Commission, which are main¬ 
tained in 79 cities throughout the country or by ad¬ 
dressing "Interstate Commerce Commission, Bureau of 
Motor Carriers, Washington 25, D. C.” 

Woodlawn Farm 

One of Maryland’s newest stud farms, but one 
which will make its presence known in racing 
before long is Woodlawn, the Howard County 
farm of Mr. and Mrs. Walter A. Edgar, which 
covers some seven hundred rolling acres not too 
far from Ellicott City. "Jack” Edgar, a shipbuilder 
in business, is building up his stud as carefully 
as a ship destined for far ports and rough seas. 

Six broodmares are on the property, with the 
stakes winning Penncote by Pennant at their 
head. Out of Cherrycote by Broomstick, and in 
foal to Swing and Sway, the next produce of 
the old mare will be chockablock with good 
Whitney blood. Join Us, by *Teddy, and her 
daughter Directory, by * Challenger II, were ac¬ 
quired at the Laboyteaux sale last year. The 
mother is in foal to *Princequillo, the daughter 
to Occupy, in which horse the Edgars have a 
share. Politigirl is a young daughter of Dis¬ 
covery and Third Party and is in foal to Errard. 
Jacsdate, another young mare, by * Jacopo-Gentle 
Tryst, is in foal to Occupy. The remaining mare, 
Victrix, by Pompey, is in foal to Vincentive. 

Only two yearlings are on the place, they being 
both by Bless Me, and destined for Saratoga’s 
yearling sales, and out of Politigirl and Jacsdate, 
respectively. The four foals are a promising 
group, having been brought along in fine shape 
by Manager Fred Ellis. They include one filly, 
a chestnut by Challedon out of Politigirl, and 
three colts, by Challedon—Penncote, *Prince- 
quillo—Victrix and Jack High—Directory. 
There are a couple of two-year-olds in training 
and a three-year-old filly, headed for the stud 
to round out the Thoroughbred population of 
the place. 
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Maryland's First Harness Meet

Before the opening of Laurel Raceway on 
June 21, there were more than a few skeptics 
on how harness racing with pari-mutuel bet¬ 
ting would be received by a public in the heart 
of Thoroughbred horse country. It was an in¬ 
teresting experiment, but before half of the 
twenty night meeting on the old J. K. L. Ross 
estate was completed, stockholders of the Laurel 
Raceway were convinced the trotting and pacing 
sport could not fail here. 

The session opened on an extremely en¬ 
couraging note when a crowd of 12,000 moved 
in on the neat half-mile plant for the initial 
program and wagered $167,096—the largest 
handle ever recorded by a half-mile track in the 
U. S. on its first day of operation. That the 
large turnout for the inaugural card was not 
largely composed of curiosity seekers, was proved 
on following nights. Betting continued to rise 
as the spectators became familiar with horses, 
running back after their first tests of the Laurel 
track. 

The peak in attendance and wagering was 
reached on the final night of the meet, Monday, 
July 19, when a sweltering throng of approxi¬ 
mately 15,000 sent a total of $336,973 through 
the inadequate mutuel machinery. 

Although there were no turnstiles to count 
exact attendance it was estimated that crowds 
averaged 10,000 nightly. A total of $3,700,023 
was bet during the twenty nights for an average 
of $185,001. These figures—extremely pleas¬ 
ing to Richard Hutchison, Jr., President and 
General Manager and his fellow officers—were

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greatly in excess of what was generally pre¬ 
dicted. 

Undoubtedly, the greatest single factor which 
contributed to the remarkable success of the 
harness racing debut was the fact the meet was 
held at night under lights. Many people who 
find it impossible to go to the races on weekday 
afternoons took advantage of cool evenings to 
watch the trotters and pacers perform. 

After the session was half over at Laurel it 
began to compete with Havre de Grace’s eleven- 
day Summer meet. Instead of decreasing, busi¬ 
ness grew at the harness track. During the first 
part of its session, Laurel Raceway ran in op¬ 
position with Delaware Park. 

Another supporting factor to the Laurel 
track’s excellent beginning was its desirable 
location, on the heavily traversed Washington 
Boulevard, midway between Washington and 
Baltimore. It was estimated that approximately 
sixty per cent of the attendance nightly came 
from the District of Columbia and areas near the 
Capital. 

The crowds, educated at Maryland’s running 
tracks for many years in mutuel betting through 
machines, found little difficulty in switching to 
trotters and pacers. It did not take too long for 
experienced horse players familiar with read¬ 
ing form on Thoroughbreds to catch on to the 
records printed in the programs together with 
the entries, owners and riders. 

Although the class of competition offered 
during the twenty night stand was quite below 
the class of the Grand Circuit, Racing Secretary 
Ed Keller did a fine job in arranging interest¬ 
ing programs with some 400 horses stabled on 
the grounds. 

President Hutchison and his associates re¬ 
ceived justified congratulations on opening 
night for having the new track ready, if not fully 
equipped, for the original date. The manage¬ 
ment got practically no assistance from the 
weather man during one of the wettest springs 
experienced in the state. 

Construction was delayed throughout May 
and June. During the final two weeks it was 
necessary to work day and night in order to 
complete the almost impossible task. Even so, 
there were many last minute jobs left for the 
last few hours before post time. 

When the public began streaming in on 
June 21, carpenters were still fitting in the last 
treads on the grandstand steps and the roof was 
three-quarters complete. The spectators under¬ 
stood, however, that the track was hard pressed to 
open on time and willingly put up with incon¬ 
veniences. 
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Next year, the construction of a clubhouse, a 
roadway leading from the parking lot to the 
boulevard for Baltimore patrons and increased 
mutuel facilities are planned and many minor 
improvements are scheduled. 

Discounting the uncompleted features of the 
plant, fans were observed to be light in criticism 
of the track and the sport. Occasionally some of 
the starts were booed, when the spectators, ac¬ 
customed to smooth even breaks from the sta¬ 
tionary gates on the flat tracks, saw horses left 
stranded, when not ready. This feature seemed to 
irk bettors mainly. 

A total of $92,000 was distributed to owners 
during the twenty programs. Peter O’Day, 
owned by Joseph Eyler of Thurmont, Md., cap¬ 
tured the Free State Trot carrying a $1,200 purse 
on Saturday, July 17 and recorded the best time 
of the meet, being clocked in 2:07. Numerous 
Maryland owners shared in the purses. Former 
Racing Commissioner George Norris, of Dun¬ 
dalk, long a harness horse enthusiast, and R. B. 
Browne, Jr., Baltimore’s ex-Fire Board chairman, 
were among those racing horses at Laurel. The 
latter has established a considerable breeding 
stud in Baltimore County, with D. W. Spencer, 
(2:05) winner of 12 starts in 1946 and a son 
of the great sire Spencer, at its head. 

The general enthusiasm for harness racing in¬ 
creased as the meet progressed and evoked un¬ 
diluted praise from the Harness Horse, official 
publication of the Standardbreds. 

An article appearing in the July 14th issue 
stated "This was an amazing week (July 10 to 
16) here at Laurel Raceway. Record after 
record went by the boards with new attendance 
and mutuel records, racing that was of the high¬ 
est order, close and exciting finishes, and per¬ 
formances that gave many of the week’s winners 
new and reduced records to place beside their 
names.” 

It is certain that Maryland’s jump into the 
harness sport caused a stir throughout trotting 
and pacing circles and the initial success should 
bring superior brand of horses to the Free State 
when three and possibly four tracks swing into 
operation next summer. 

Timonium Breeders' Show 

The Breeders’ Show at the Maryland State 
Fair at Timonium will this year precede the 
showing of the other livestock departments. 
Some few changes of minor importance have 
been made. Entries in all classes close August 
14, the day of the Annual Timonium Get To¬ 
gether, when the Baltimore County entry for the 
contest for Queen of the Fair will be selected. 
Blanks are available at Timonium, or from the 
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office of the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Associa¬ 
tion, which cooperates in the staging of these 
events. The well known A. D. "Doug” Ness, 
of Downs view, Ontario, will judge all sections 
of the show, giving his reasons for his placings 
over the public address system. 

In the Breeders’ Show a total of $1,385 will 
be divided among the entries in 16 classes for 
Thoroughbreds and Half-breds, with an addi¬ 
tional class being added over previous years. 
The extra class is for Thoroughbred mares and 
foals, to be judged as a unit. The Pony Division, 
of which the Steward is Miss Celeste Hutton, 
has been expanded so that there will this year be 
special divisions for pure-bred Shetland and 
Welsh ponies, which must be registered in their 
respective Stud Books, as well as for ponies, 
other than Welsh and Shetland. A complete 
classification is offered in each division. In all, 
$1,200 is offered in premium money for the 
pony breeding classes. Thoroughbreds and Half- 
breds will be judged 10:00 a.m., Wednesday, 
September 1 and Ponies, Thursday, Sept. 2. 

The Equitation Show, which is under the 
Superintendency of Mrs. Dean Bedford, will be 
held Friday, September 3, at 9:00 a.m., and will 
include 11 classes devoted exclusively to horse¬ 
manship. The Bowling Brook Farm Trophy and 
the Holly Beach Farm Trophy, given respective¬ 
ly for the Championship in riding, not over 
fences and for riding over the jumps, will high¬ 
light the day, along with the awarding of the 
Maryland Horse Breeders’ Trophy, given to the 
outstanding rider of the show.

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Maryland-Breds at Aqueduct

The Brooklyn Handicap may possibly be 
adopted in Maryland as the state flower, since two 
Maryland-bred mares ripped the field apart in the 
stretch to finish one-two, a head apart. Further¬ 
more, another Maryland-bred, Knockdown, made 
all the pace and finished fourth. 

But Harry La Montagne’s Conniver and W. L. 
Brann s Gallorette really put on a show, with 
Conniver owing her victory to the five pounds 
she was getting from the * Challenger II mare. 
Knockdown had also scored a hit over Stymie, 
in the Queens County Handicap on opening day, 
but the Brooklyn wasn’t quite his dish. At the 
eighth-pole he’d had plenty. 

Gallorette, which won the Brooklyn in 1946, 
catching Stymie after he had passed her in the 
upper stretch, is already as well known in Mary¬ 
land as the Chesapeake oyster, and as favorably. 
Conniver is wearing a fresh set of laurels, and 
perhaps needs explanation. 

Mr. Brann, who was up to see the Brooklyn, 
had the doubtful consolation that he had bred 
Conniver’s dam, and had set in motion the chain 
of events which resulted in the defeat of his 
favorite. The Schemer, by * Challenger II, was 
foaled in 1934, and she was not in much more 
of a hurry than Conniver. She ran eight times at 
two and didn’t win, though she was second or 
third several times. 

At three, however, she began to suggest qual¬ 
ity. She won her first race, at Belmont Park, and 
then won the Betsy Williams Stakes at Narra- 
gansett. She might have gone on to something, 
except that she was somewhat pigeon-toed, and 
her trainer, Royal Roberts, didn’t like it. He 
called various people into consultation, and they 
set about straightening her feet. She did not race 
again, and was sold to Alfred Vanderbilt, largely 
because with ^Challenger II, then a 10-year-old, 
Mr. Brann didn’t keep * Challenger II mares, 
having no stallion to suit them. 

The first foal she had, or at least the first to 
start, was a no account animal named Chevalet— 
he won, but that was all—and next came Detec¬ 
tion, a brother to Conniver. He won also, but 
nothing of importance. Conniver was the third. 

She was part of the Vanderbilt yearling draft 
sold at Meadow Brook in 1945, and Billy Post 
got her, for Harry La Montagne, for $2,500. At 
two she was not as good as her dam had been, and 
she developed slower at three. At the end of last 
year Pete Bostwick tried to buy her with the in¬ 
tention of running her over hurdles. He and Post 
couldn’t quite get together on the price—$6,500 
offered, $7,500 asked—so Conniver stayed on 
the flat.

Her entire stakes career is encompassed in a 
month, as these notes are written. She had been 
winning overnight races impressively, but her 
first stakes’ try came in the Aqueduct Handicap 
on June 26. Stymie beat her, but she just missed 
nailing him. On the next Saturday she had a try 
at a stakes at Narragansett, but finished fourth. 
It was just a dull race, and unexplainable. 

On the strength of this, she got 114 pounds 
for the Brooklyn, but three days after the weights 
were out she toyed with the field of the Vagrancy 
Handicap, a filly and mare race which was having 
its inaugural running. This suggested that the 
Narragansett race had to be thrown out, and con¬ 
sequently that she was in light for the Brooklyn. 
As it turned out, she needed every pound she 
got to beat Gallorette. 

She is what you’d expect a Discovery filly 
out of a ^Challenger II mare to be, standing a 
half-inch under 17 hands. Gallorette is big, but 
Conniver tops her by an inch and a half. She has 
the frame to go with her height, and I doubt if 
she’s through developing yet. Also she is a mean 
witch, if you will consider that I have made a 
typographical error. However, I imagine Billy 
Post would rather have her, temper and all, than 
a filly of sweet and gentle disposition and a ten¬ 
dency to love her trainer and run slow. 

The Aqueduct meeting turned up three per 
cent short of last summer’s session in attendance, 
and 13 per cent short in betting, a circumstance 
which was not relished at all. In the handicap 
division it had good racing, without exception, 
and of the five handicaps, Maryland got four,

Knockdown and Gallorette getting one each, 
with Conniver contributing two. 

My Request, which had dominated the Ja¬ 
maica meeting, did just as thorough a job at 
Aqueduct, winning the Shevlin and the Dwyer. 
But among the 2-year-olds everything stayed in 
confusion. If spring racing in New York devel¬ 
oped any good youngsters, they seem to be Green- 
tree s Wine List, which is awaiting Saratoga, and 
Maine Chance Farm’s Mr. Busher, which is not 
waiting for anything or anybody in Chicago. 

Equine Encephalomyelitis 

A marked increase, during 1947, in cases of 
infectious equine encephalomyelitis — a virus 
brain disease that mainly attacks horses and 
mules—has been reported by the U. S. Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture on the basis of statistical in¬ 
formation from veterinary inspectors of the Bu¬ 
reau of Animal Industry and State livestock sani¬ 
tary officials. 

A total of 8,716 cases of the disease, which 
is also known as equine sleeping sickness, were 
reported from 33 states in 1947 as compared 
to the 2,805 cases reported in 1946. The average 
1947 mortality resulting from the disease was 
58 per cent, highest for any of the preceding 13 
years covered by the Bureau’s nationwide surveys 
on the disease. 

The increase was largely due to a severe out¬ 
break that occurred in Louisiana in 1947 involv¬ 
ing 3,813 cases or nearly 44 per cent of the na¬ 
tional total of cases. The Louisiana outbreak was 
also marked by reports of a number of human 
cases. 

The disease also registered gains during 1947, 
in States of the north central, south Atlantic, 
southwest and Pacific groups. The only 1947 de¬ 
creases were reported from the States of Ken¬ 
tucky, Tennessee, Alabama, and Mississippi. 

To halt the spread of the disease by immuniz¬ 
ing the susceptible animals—horses and mules— 
the Bureau estimates that about 340,000 animals 
received the prescribed two doses of vaccine in 
1947. Approximately 155,000 vaccinations were 
reported to the Bureau. Of the vaccinated ani¬ 
mals, 22 were reported to have contracted the 
disease and of this number eight died. 

Reports indicate that only about one-twelfth 
of the vaccinations were completed before the 
disease reached the epizootic stage which oc¬ 
curred in August and September. Nearly 50 per 
cent of the vaccinations took place in Louisiana. 
To be effective, the Bureau warned, vaccinations 
in any area should be administered by qualified 
veterinarians as soon as possible after the official 
diagnosis of the disease among the first animals 
to be affected. 


In areas in which the disease has occurred for 
a number of consecutive years, vaccination should 
be done well in advance of the usual epizootic 
period. 

In its early stages, infectious equine encephalo¬ 
myelitis usually manifests itself by a drowsy con¬ 
dition of the animal, after which the two subse¬ 
quent stages of excitability and collapse occur. 
Farmers observing the early symptoms are urged 
to report them immediately to their local veteri¬ 
narian. The disease, which is thought to be spread 
mainly by biting insects, is normally most active 
in July, August, September and October.

Maryland Breeders Stakes Series 

Entry blanks for the 1949 Maryland Breeders’ 
Stakes Series will soon be mailed from the office 
of the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association. 
Entries close Wednesday, September 15, for now 
yearlings. It is important that breeders realize 
that the $10 entry fee makes their horses eligible 
to any or all of the four events, worth $30,000, to 
which they are eligible under the conditions of 
the race. Entry in the stakes series, however, does 
not permit the horse to start unless it has been 
duly registered as a Maryland-bred. 

The 1949 series will start at Pimlico, with a 
$5,000 special for fillies, foaled in Maryland, dis¬ 
tance AV 2 furlongs. Havre de Grace follows with 
a $7,500 special for colts or fillies, foaled in Mary¬ 
land, to be run at the distance prevailing for two- 
year-olds at the time of the race, an arrangement 
necessary because of the uncertainty of the dates 
of Havre de Grace’s second meeting next year. 
The Maryland Futurity remains as it has for a 
number of years, namely, a six-furlong event for 
colts and fillies sired and foaled in Maryland, with 
the sum of $10,000 added. Bowie’s fixture winds 
up the programme, with a $7,500 race for colts 
and fillies foaled in Maryland, to be run at one 
mile and one-sixteenth. 

Thus, as last year and this, the four Maryland 
mile tracks are, in effect, contributing $7,500 
each for these Maryland stakes, in an effort to 
aid the breeding industry on Maryland, which is 
levying heavy tolls on them already in the shape 
of breeders’ bonus payments.

Laurel Stakes Additions 

The management of the Laurel race course 
has announced that an effort is to be made this 
year to stress distance racing, with the addition 
of two stakes planned to build up the series of 
races which has featured the Pimlico programme 
for some years past. To this end the Sagamore, 
which commenced its existence as a Fall two- 
year-old feature at Pimlico, has been transferred 
to Laurel and the distance increased to one mile 
and one-half. Also to Laurel goes the Grayson 
Stakes, a former mile-and-a-half fixture at Pim¬ 
lico, which will henceforth be run at a mile 
and five-eighths. Both stakes carry $10,000 in 
added money. 

The result of these changes is that starting 
with the Sagamore, for five consecutive Fridays, 
there will be a distance stake, commencing at a 
mile and a half and stretching out to the two- 
and-one-half-miles of the Pimlico Cup, to be run 
Friday, November 12. The Governor Bowie and 
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the Exterminator Handicap, at Pimlico, provide 
the intervening tests for stayers. Laurels stake 
roster remains the same as last years in other 
respects. 

Carter Lee Bowie 

A link with the early day of Maryland racing 
was broken when Carter Lee Bowie, 76, passed 
away June 21 in a Baltimore hospital. "Judge” 
Bowie was a veteran racing official and was the 
last surviving son of Maryland’s Governor 
Oden Bowie, a turf enthusiast to whom we are 
indebted in a measure for the Dixie Handicap. 
Carter Bowie had been close to the Maryland 
racing picture since the day in 1881 when he 
went to Pimlico to see his father’s Crickmore 
win that famous stake. For many years Mr. 
Bowie was a member of the Maryland Jockey 
Club, of which organization his father was once 
president. A bachelor, he is survived by five 
nieces and four nephews. 

Challedon Sold to a Syndicate 

Announcement was made on July 2 of the 
sale of Challedon by W. L. Brann to a syndicate 
headed by Ira Drymon, of Gallaher Farm, Lex¬ 
ington, for a price of $250,000. 

The Challedon syndicate consists of 32 shares, 
two of which will be retained by Mr. Brann. Be¬ 
sides Brann and Drymon, no announcement has 
been made of the holders of the other shares. In 
organizing the syndicate, preference was given 
to those who have bred to the horse in the past 
and to those who had already booked to him for 
1949. In the future, Challedon’s book will be 
limited to the shareholders. 

A condition of the new syndicate contract 
is the stipulation that if in the future it ever be¬ 
comes necessary to reduce the number of mares 
to be bred to Challedon, seasons will be drawn 
by lot. Those shareholders who miss in one year 
will not be required to draw the following year. 

Challedon will remain at the Gallaher Farm 
(leased by Mr. Drymon), which has been his 
home since he was retired late in 1942. 

Mr. Brann stated that his only reason for sell¬ 
ing the stallion is that he has decided to keep 
several daughters of * Challenger II and he is 
now in the market for another stallion for these 
mares. 

Foaled in 1936, Challedon is by * Challenger II 
out of the *Sir Gallahad III mare Laura Gal. He 
was bred by Branncastle Farm, a partnership 
composed of W. L. Brann and the late Robert S. 
Castle. He raced in Mr. Brann’s name. 

At two he won four races from six starts, in¬ 
cluding the Pimlico, New England, and Maryland 
Futurities.

of July. The consignment came to G. Ray Bry¬ 
son’s Elray Farm at Kingsville from La Guardia 
field and were then sent up to the Bel Air race 
track to be broken under the direction of Fred 
Case who is handling the 40 odd head of Bryson 
horses which are stabled at the track.

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The boys were getting hungry, but we took 
time to travel through the C. V. Whitney Farm 
and pay our respects to * Mahmoud and Boojum 
before finding a place to purchase "vittles” on 
the Paris Pike. Next to Carter Thorntons to ar¬ 
range for the loading of one car at Paris in the 
morning, and to look at Sergeant Spence and 
Carter’s other stallions and yearlings before driv¬ 
ing back to Duntreath for a conference with 
Pete Williams, and an inspection of the 23 
French yearlings to be sold at the Tattersall sale 
after Keeneland. This is a mixed lot in appear¬ 
ance, with some fine looking prospects among 
the group. By popular sires, they should be in 
fair demand. 

A drive back through Lexington took us to 
Circle M, the former Idle Hour Farm, where 
Eternal Bull, Blue Swords, *Hierocles and 
*Adaris were looked over. Then on to Keene¬ 
land, where Manager Bishop showed us the won¬ 
derful Keeneland Library, with its hundreds of 
interesting volumes on the Thoroughbred and 
racing. Finally, a bit on the tired side, we came 
to Calumet, there to see Whirlaway, Chance Play, 
Bull Lea and Sun Again in their paddocks, where 
they were having a great time. To the L&N 
yards next, to look over our cars, then to the 
hotel for a rest.
